AT KIEV 


The imminent encirclement of Kiev 
and reported progress by the Germans 
in the Crimea are reported by the 
Berlin coicespondent of the Stock- 
holms Tidningen.

In the north, the correspon- 
dent adds, the Russian offensive south 
of Lake Ilmen, which constituted a 
serious threat to the German supply 
lines, and necessitated the transfer of 
several German armies to meet it, has 
now been broken. If the Germans are 
able to make further progress in this 
area, Berlin says, it will form one 
jaw of a pincers movement on Moscow. 


OVER THE DNIEPER 


The German commentator claimed 
that at the point at which the German 
troops effected their first crossing of 
the Lower Dnieper an emergency 
bridge, about 1,500 yards long, built 
hy Soviet troops before their retreat, 
was captured intact; The Russians. 
he said. were prevented from destroy- 

the bridge, and German _ tanks 
used the bridge and established a 
bridgehead on the eastern bank after 
hard fighting. Russian counter-attacks 
were repulsed. 

In one day, the announcer said, 
seven Soviet batteries, five guns and a 
number of tanks were destroyed and 
1.500 troops captured. Soviet troops 
taken by surprise suffered heavy losses 
when the Germans forced crossings on 
tie Dnieper at several other points 
aid formed bridgeheads on the Eastern 
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Successful raids by the Soviet Air 
Force in the Smolensk area during the 
last two days have destroyed 45 Ger- 
man aircraft, several hundred lorries 
and large quantities of fuel. Twenty 
out of fifty bombers on one aerodrome 
re destroyed before they could take 
on. e 

Berlin’s version of air operations in 
this area is that in the last four days 
268 Russian ‘planes have been shot 
down for the loss of 22 German. 

In one Western sector, says the 
Soviet Information Bureau, the Red 
Army destroyed 46 firing points, 10 
batteries, 16 armoured defence emplace- 
ments and five ammunition dumps. In 
another zone 60 German tanks, 24 guns 
and many other weapons were captured. 
In a North-Western zone troops and 
amrhunition-carrying lorries, five tanks, 
A.-A. batteries and 22 aircraft were 
destroyed. 


BACK FROM ODESSA 


The Russians have thrown back Axis 
troops attacking Odessa in a resolute 
counter-attack, says the Soviet News 
Agency. The Axis forces had broken 
through to the heights west of Dalnik, 
capturing several of them. Soviet 
infantry, aided by naval units, flun 
themselves against the positions, ek 
after the heights had changed hands 
repeatedly, the Germans were finally 
driven back to their lines, leaving many 
dead and wounded. 


MOSCOW #EFUTATION 


The Soviet Information Bureau this 
morning said that a German claim on 
September 3 to have occupied Bryansk 
—south-east of Yelnya—was pure fan- 
tasy and nonsense. 

“The claims that the Germans cap- 
tured 53,000 prisoners. 320 tanks and 


625 guns are equally false,” the 
Bureau went on. ‘‘On this sector of 
the front heavy fighting has been 


going on for a month, in the course 
of which our forces have lost about 
30.000 men killed and wonuded. The 
Soviet forces could not have lost 320 
tanks, and as for artillery, the ridi- 


Gulous figure of 625 guns must be 
brought down to 42. A conservative 
estimate of the German losses in 


killed, wounded and prisoner is 45,000 
to 50,000 men. Such are the facts.” 


R.A.F. IN RUSSIA 


The R.A.F. wing, now in Russia 
under the strategic command of the 
Soviet Headquarters, has already been 
in contact with the Germans, writes 
the Press Association Air Correspon- 
dent. Of the hundreds of machines 
that are to be sent many have already 
arrived. The wing, already in contact, 
is complete with pilots and ground 
staff_—men who have had actual ex- 
perience against the Germans. 
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LEASE-LEND 
CARGOES 


PROTECTION BY - 
U.S. FLEET 


(COLONEL FRANK KNOX, 

United States Secretary of 
the Navy, disclosed in Washing- 
ton yesterday that the United 
States Fleet was using all 
methods, including convoys, to 
ensure the safe arrival of lease- 
end cargoes to Britain. 


“NAVY WILL TELL” 


_, Colonel Knox told reporters that 

the escort of convoys by combatant 
ships is only one of the many methods 
that cau be used and are being used.” 

In disclosing for the first time that 
ships and ’planes of the United States 
Atlantic Fleet were escorting cargoes 
across the Atlantic, he emphasised that, 
“since the World War many more 
methods have been developed” for 
safeguarding shipping, and he added 
that the United States was employing 
them all. 

In reply to questions, Colonel Knox 
said that he believed it unwise to go 
any further into details. 


RAIDER IN PACIFIC 


Colonel Knox promised that the 
Navy ‘will tell the world about it”’ 
when an American warship sank or 
captured a German raider, but he said 
there had been no such encounter up 
to now, 

He disclosed that the Navy believed 
an Axis raider was roaming the South 
Pacific, off Galapagos, and _ indicated 
‘that the United States Fleet was 
hunting it. 


“WAR INEVITABLE,” 
SAYS REPUBLICAN 


President Roosevelt discussed pro- 

lems of ordnance production with his 
military and civilian advisers at the 
White House yesterday, Reuter states. 
Mr. William Knudsen, Director-General 
of Defence, was also present. 

Mr. Robert Patterson, Under- 
Secretary for War, said later that a 
complete survey of-the situation was 
made at the conference. 

Speaking in the House of Representa- 
tives, Mr. Roy Woodruff (Republican) 
said that the ‘‘shoot first’’ order to 
the Navy was “ nothing less than a 
declaration of war. 

'“ Even if it is inevitable that we, 
sooner or later, must take up arms 
against Germany and Italy, it is 
obvious that we are not ready to do it 
now.” 


“ VITAL HELP” FOR 


BRITAIN 
Mr. Sidney Hillman, U.S. Defence 


Production Chief, told the Rubber 
Workers’ Convention yesterday in

U.S.-JAPAN 
NEGOTIATIONS 


Reports suggesting that there is 
little possibility of an American- 
Japanese settlement resulting from the 
Washington negotiations are carried by 
the Chinese newspapers to-day, says a 
Reuter telegram from Chungking. 
Any settlement in the nature of a Far 
Eastern Munich which might be detri- 
mental to Chinese interests is depre- 
cated, and it is stressed that the 
United States is not likely to reach a 
settlement with Japan at the expense 
of China and will consult China on 
matters concerning China’s rights. 

The influential 7a Kung Pao writes: 
“Though the Japanese are weakened 
by four years of war in China and are 
not launching any major offensive at 
present, we must not drift into a false 
sense of security. We must redouble 
our efforts to make —— for a 
large-scale counter-offensive as well as 
for post-war reconstruction.” 

TOKYO, Wednesday.—As from to 
morrow diplomatic and consular offices 
of Great Britain, Australia, Canada 
and the Netherlands East Indies, in 
Japan and in the Bwangtuns leased 
territory, are to be exempted from the 
restrictions imposed by the freezing 
regulations, it was announced to-day 
by the Japanese Finance Ministry. | 

This action, it was stated, was being 
taken under a reciprocal arrangement.

REMARKABLE ESCAPE 


A corporal of the Engineering Corps, 
who was watching the instructor, Lieu- 
tenant M. J. McLoughlin, preparing 
the charges for the mine, had a re- 
markable escape. He was standing 
within a few yards of the mine in 
order to follow the demonstration 
closely. When the mine exploded, an 
officer, who was standing behind him, 
was killed, and the corporal himself 
did not receive a scratch, but suffered 
only from shock. 

A tribute to the medical officer who 
rendered first aid to the men immedi- 
ately after the explosion—Lieutenant 
S, p. McMahon—was paid by a senior 
officer of the Army Medical Services 
yesterday. The lieutenant performed 
at least eight emergency operations be- 
fore the casualties were taken to hos- 
ge Othe. ar doctors worked 
1ard through Tuesday night to help 
the injured, and one of the surgeons 
attached to the hospital left his sick 
bed to carry out a number of opera- 
tions. 

The bodies of an officer and eight other 
ranks were transferred last night from 
the Curragh to the Garrison Church 
at Arbour Hill, Dublin. Their funerals 
will take place immediately after Mass 
at 10 o’clock this morning. The Chief 
of Staff (Lieutenant-General Daniel 
the officers of the 
General Headquarters Staff of the 
Army have arranged for a Novena of 
Masses at the Church of McKee 
Barracks for the repose of the souls of 
the dead men; the first of these Masses 
will be celebrated to-day. 


THE INQUEST 


When the inquest opened yesterday 
morning. Company Sergeant William 
Boner identified eleven of the dead 
men:—Corporal J. Taylor, (78 
Ferguson road, Drumcondra), Cor- 
conte C. Heffernan (Dublin road, 
Kilbeggan), Corporal D. . Cleary 
(Ballinamuck, County Waterford), 
Company Sergeant P. McMahon (14 
Usher’s Island, Dublin), Sergeant M. 
Scullion (Letterbrack, Letterkenny), 
Gunner J. McDonnell (190 Carrow 
road, Crumlin), Sergeant P. Stokes 
(10 Oaklands Park, Sandymount), 
Corporal E. Kennedy (4 Jones’s road, 
Drumcondra), Second Lieutenant S. 
Fennessy (Ballyfermott, Chapelizod), 
Second Lieutenant J. J. Brereton (3 
Adelaide terrace, Summerhill, Cork), 
Second Lieutenant O. P. O'Neill (Dun- 
ceallaigh, ‘Faranferris, County Cork). 

Sergeant Richard Lennon identified 
the other bodies as those oí :—Gunner

Square, Harold's Cross), Corporal

Corporal 8. (Whittle said that he 
was present when the explosion took 
place. Lieutenant M. J. McLoughlin 
(Greenpark road, Rostrevor, County 
Down) was in charge of the mine and 
was working on it when the explosion 
occurred. He stated definitely that 
Lieutenant McLoughlin wzs one of the 
party around the mine. 

Medical evidence was given by Com- 
mandant M. McInerney (Army Medi- 
cal Services), Curragh Hospital, who 
said that death in each case “was due 
to shock and hemorrhage, followfng 
a mine explosion. 

Lieutenant S. T. McMahon (Army 
Medical Services) testified that he was 
near Leitrim Mountain when the ex- 
plosion occurred. He attended all the 
casualties, and had them taken to the 


Curragh Military Hospital imme- 
diately. 
The foreman of the jury (Mr. J. 


S. McElveen) expressed sympathy 
with the relatives of the dead men, 
and Commandant J. P. Hallv, 0.C., 
School and Depét of the Artillery 
Corps, and also the Coroner, 
associated themselves with Mr. 
McElveen’s remarks. 


LIEUT. MCLOUGHLIN’S 
CAREER 


Lieutenant McLoughlin, the instruc- 
tor of the party, who took the full blast 
of the explosion, was a graduate in 
engineering of Queen’s University, 
Belfast. He joined the Corps of Engi- 
neers six years ago, and was attached 
to a coast defence field company. About 
two years ago he was appointed an 
instructor at the Military College, 
Curragh, and showed considerable 
ability as a teacher. Only a week 
before the accident he had completed 
the training of officers of the Dublin 
Corporation, Dublin Port and Docks 
Board and other engineering groups of 
the L.D.F. The course included a 
demonstration at the Glen of Imaal 
similar to that in which he lost his 
life. 

Acting-Corporal Cotton, who was 
among the injured, is the son of Mr. 
Henry F. Cotton, Mount Alverno, 
Dalkey, and the grandson of the late 
Alderman Cotten, who was a very 
prominent figure in the public and com- 
mercial life of Dublin. 


DUBLIN. VICTIMS 
IMPRESSIVE SCENE AT 


ARBOUR HILL 


As darkness fell on Dublin last 
night, four Army lorries moved slowly 
up the rising road to the Garrison 
Church at Arbour Hill, bearing the 
bodies of one officer and eight other 
ranks, who had lost their lives in the 
Glen of Imaal explosion. 

The first indication the waiting 
crowd had of the approach of the 
cortege was the sound of Chopin’s 
Marche Funebre, played by the No. 3 
Army Band, which met the lorries a 
few hundred yards away. Militar 

lice parted the crowd, and the head- 
ights of the first lorry stabbed the 
darkness of the churchyard as the 
band swung away to one side. 

Bearers — non-commissioned officers 
and men from the units to which the 
dead men had been attached—moved 
forward te ag a first oye oes 
the open lorry. ey moved towar 
the church, where an Army Chaplain,

the Rev. J. McLoughlin, stood 
silhouetted in the doorway. Slowly he 
led the procession up the aisle to the 
altar, where the Senior Chaplain to 
the Forces, the Rev. R. Casey, and 
another Chaplain, the Rev. M. 
Kennedy, were waiting. Three Tri- 
colour-covered coffins were lifted from 
the first lorry; the second truck moved 
forward to take its place, and another 
three bodies were borne into the 
crowded church. A third lorry carried 
another two bodies. On the last of thé 
trucks was a single coffin—that of 
Lieut. §. Fennessey. Orders were 
given in voices hardly above a whisper, 
and the last bearer party moved for- 
ward up the steps and into the light 
of the church. 

There, lying before the altar, were 
the nine coffins as the chaplains recited 
the prayers, and the congregation of 
mourning relatives and officers and me2 
of the Army repeated the responses.

DUBLIN TAILORS 
SAY “NO” 
FE CONOMY in the use of cloth 


becoming a matter of 
grave importance on both sides 
of the Atlantic. In Britain the 
Government has decided to con- 
trol the manufacture of cloth, 
and has given notice that in 
future standard cloths only will 
be made, and these will be sold 


at standard prices. 

Another attempt to regulate the 
use of cloth has been the design 
of a standard suit by one English 
firm. This was illustrated in a 
tailoring trade paper recently; but, 
aga to Dublin tailors, it has not 
the slightest hope of securing accep- 
tance. Other suggestions which have 
been put forward by the trade in 
England for the conservation of labour 
and material include the making of 
men’s suits without the ‘‘cuffs”’ on 
the trousers, and without waistcoats. 
Here,again, the Dublin tailors say that 
the men will not wear them. 

America has a ‘milder solution for 
the problem of economising in the 
amount of cloth going into a 
man’s suit. Government officials in 
Washington, ‘‘ considering conservation 
measures affecting a wide range of 
consumer goods,’ are contemplating 
stopping the sale of double-breasted 
suits. 


NO SAVING BY 
CONSERVATION 


The Dublin tailors smile at the idea. 
Mr Brendan McSharry, of Messrs. 
Kennedy and McSharry, Ltd., West- 
moreland street, says that, while some 
saving of cloth might he effected in 
mass-production tailoring, there would 
be virtually no saving at all on 
specialised individual tailoring. He 
considered that the adoption of this 
‘conservation measure’’ would be of 
little use. There is; he said, a decline 
in the range of patterns and colour- 
ings available in men’s suitings, but 
there was no shortage of cloth here 
at the present time. 

A cutter of Messrs. W. J. Kelly, Ltd., 
Grafton street, showed no enthusiasm 
for the idea. ‘ A little under a quarter 
of a yard might be saved on ash suit, 
on the a verage,’” he said, but added that 
the savings might only be in scraps 
useless for anything. 

Mr. F. T. Siberry, of Dame street, 
told the Jrish Times that a double- 
breasted suit for the average man took 
no more cloth than a single-breasted 
suit. The proposed standard suits in 
England had absolutely no chance of 
general acceptance—and still less chance 
over here. 


LIMITED PATTERNS 


At the present time, he said, there is 
a considerable quantity of cloth coming 
into the country, and tailors are getting 
whatever materials they can. There 
are, of course, some difficulties, and he 
told of a tailor who recently ordered a 
dozen or more nee xi of different 
patterns, only to be told by the English 
manufacturers that nine of them were 
out of stock and could not be obtained. 
The future is uncertain, added Mr. 
Siberry, and we have already had a big 
cut in supplies of linings from across 
the Shane, and this year we are get- 
ting only one-fifth of what we purchased 
in 1940. 

There the matter seems to rest. We 


shall get our suits, the patterns may be 
a little stereotyped next year, but 
radical changes in the style for economy 
reasons are unlikely.

RAID ON GERMAN 
POWER PLANT 


BIG FIRES SUCCEED 
EXPLOSIONS 


Two British Blenheim squadrons yes- 
terday afternoon attacked an important 
plant at Mazingarbe, near 

ethune. 

“ The plant.” states the Air Ministry 
News Servite, “has batteries of coke 
ovens, a tar a a thermic power 
station, and plant for the production 
of synthetic ammonia, - syn’ ctic 
petrol, alcohol, benzol, methanol and 
ether. 

“The first attack began just before 
a quarter to three, and by the time 
the first bombs had fallen a second 
wave of Blenheims was ready to bomb. 
There seemed to be continuous ex- 
plosions over the whole works—one 
every few seconds. A large fire was 
seen to take hold in the centre of the 
works, where bombs exploded on a 
large building. There was also a 
violent fire from a large container, with 
flames leaping up. One minute later 
the last flight attacked. The crews 
observed the fires already burning, and 
saw them spread as more bombs fell 
on them. 

“The Fighter Command also took 
part in a large scale offensive operation 
over. Northern France. At one time 
more than 300 British fighters were 
over enemy-occupied territory. They 
went as escert and vanguard to 
bombers attacking a power plant in 
Northern France. 

‘‘In the course of the day 's opera- 
tions many more British fighter air- 
craft went over France. Seven 
Messerschmitt 109s were destroyed and 
a number of others probably destroyed. 

Six German fighters are reported to 
have been destroyed by British fighters.

Fighting in Russia 


‘After nearly thirteen weeks of fighting 


headlong towards a crisis: The Germans 
manifestly are determined to force a deci- 


Russians are equally determined to prevent 
them. During the last few days Marshal 
Keitel has launched a new offensive in 
the Kiev area in an effort to over-run the 
Ukraine and to gain possession of the 
industrial centres of the Donetz_ basin. 
It seems that the Germans have established 
at least one important bridgehead on the 
eastern bank of the Dnieper, and are 
developing their now famous “ pincer "’ 
movement against Kiev, with one jaw at 
Konotop and the other at Kremenchug. 
‘According to the German radio, which 
usually is more communicative than the 
High Command, the encirclement of the 
Ukrainian capital is ‘‘ imminent ’’; but 
the Russians point out that Kiev’s fall 
was announced to be ‘‘ imminent ' some 
two months ago, and insist that General 
von Runstedt’s advance is being held at 
all points. In the far North a new 
movement has developed in the neighbour- 
hood of Petsamo, where heavy fighting 1s 
reported. The Germans are making 
resolute efforts to capture Leningrad, 
and Ritter von Leeb has been throwing 
heavy reinforcements into the line ever 
since the beginning of September. Russian 
resistance, however, has proved to be 
unexpectedly strong, with the result that 
the Germans have suffered local reverses, 
and, according to Russian statements, 
Leningrad is prepared to withstand a 
prolonged siege. In the centre Marshal 
Timoshenko continues to improvise counter- 
attacks, although operations in this sector 
hardly can be said to have reached the 
dimensions of a counter-offensive on a 
large scale. Thirty miles to the north- 
east of Smolensk the Soviet Army has 
attacked the German salient, and Marshal 
Timoshenko claims to have scored an 
impressive victory at Yartsevo, where 
fighting has been in progress for thirty- 
five davs. The Russian High Command 
declares that Soviet troops now are in a 
position to invest Smolensk. It also 
declares that the Germans have lost 10,000 
men in this sector, and that, as a result 
of Timoshenko’s counter-attacks, the 
‘‘ wedge "’ has been smashed 
completely. In the sduth, Odessa still is 
holding out, although it has been isolated 
from all land support for some weeks past. 
In this area, according to the Russians, 
the Rumanians have lost one-fifth of their 
army. Their losses have been “ stagger- 
ing,” and the Hungarians, who also are 
fighting with the Germans, are stated to 
have lost one-half of their eighty thousand 
effectives. 

The spate of propaganda on both sides 
is so terrific that it is quite impossible to 
form anything like an accurate picture of 
events on the Russian front. All that is 
certain is that fighting still is in progress ; 
that Russians and Germans alike are 
making prodigious efforts, and that the 
losses on both sides are appalling. There 
seems to be small doubt that General von 
Runstedt’s latest offensive constitutes a 
serious threat, not only to Kiev, but also 
to the whole Donetz basin, which is almost 
as important to Russia as Lancashire is 
to England. The Russians are fighting 
valiantly; but, although their resistance 
is remarkably strong, the force of the 
German attack seems to be even stronger, 
and it is quite possible that Kiev may be 
surrounded, if not captured, before the 
beginning of October. Leningrad seems to 
be determined to hold out at all costs. Its 
four million inhabitants are acting as 
auxiliaries for the Soviet Army. They 
seem stil] to be able to get supplies from 
the Russian interior—apparently via 
Vologda—but, here again, the Germans 
are maintaining a tremendous pressure on 
the Russian defence, and Ritter von Leeb 
has not yet reached the end of his 
resources. In the meantime, Great Britain 
and the United. States are doing their 
best to supplement Russia’s supplies. A

American aircraft, 
vehicles are being sent as quickly as 
possible to the aid of¢the Soviets; and. 
even if both Leningrad and Kiev should 
fall to the Germans, there is no reason 
to suppose that the Russian line will be 
broken. It must be remembered that the 
so-called ‘‘line,’’ that stretches from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea, is full of 
dangerous salients, and that the Russian 
generals, while, possibly, not such 
brilliant strategists as the Germans, 
already have proved themselves to be 
daring opportunists tactically. If the 
Soviets’ claim in respect of the Smolensk 
‘‘ wedge ” is correct, important readjust- 
ments in the German line may become 
necessary. The campaign in Kussia at 
present is like a gigantic game of chess, 
in which one false move on either side 
might invite disaster. The Germens are 
striving desperately to avoid a stalemate, 
which would immobilise millions of their 
troops for an indefinite period. History 
afiords no paralle] to the speed or the 
intensity at which the campaign is being 
fought at the moment. The Battle of 
Russia is incomparably the greatest 
battle that ever has been known. . Yet it 
is only a prelude to the final struggle 
between Germany and the British 
Empire.

.No serious attempt has been made to 


provide it. Building is virtually at a 
stand-still, as the result—we are told—of 
lack of imported materials.

The most common 
form consists in the assembling together 
of a greater number of persons than the 
place of assembly comfortably can hold 
and the subsequent drinking of virtually 
every concoction from (but not including) 
cocoa to champagne, The drinking may 
be accompanied by a certain amount of 
eating and singing and playing of games, 
but the essential ingredient, in addition 
to the drink, is talk.

Women’s Campaign. 


Mr. Eden, the Foreign Secretary, re- 
ceived a deputation of thirty-five women 
to-day, who wished to know why it is that 
Britain still refuses to admit women to 
the Diplomatic and Consular Services.

Cigarette Ends 


Reference has been made recently to the 
wastage of tobacco im the cigarette ends 
thrown away, but not all of it is wasted. 
The collection of cigarette ends in London 
is quite an organised business. and the 
old men who gather them up pass them 
on to dealers, who dispose of them to 
others with prices in accordance 
with quality. At one time there was a 
regular market in butts, with prices 
ranging from one shilling to three shillings 
a pound. Inguisies into the business 
showed that enterprising individuals had 
made arrangements with the cleaners at 
theatres, clubs, cinemas and restaurants 
for the sweepings to be set aside fil] 
collected. Every morning the ends were 
gathered up and taken to a factory where 
they were sorted into grades. the burnt 
portion being cut away, and the remainder. 
after the removal of the paper. mixed 
with a proportion of fresh tobacco. from 
which new cigarettes were made. 


Revenue Inquiries 


In at least one West End Club the 
apparently high-grade cigarettes. rolled in 
gold-printed papers and packed in hand. 
some boxes bearing high-sounding names 
were made from reclaimed tobacco. some 
of which may have come from ends 
collected earlier in the dav at the hack 
door of the same establishment: but the 
manufacture of second-hand cigarettes had 
a severe blow when the authorities, par- 
ticularly the Inland Revenue epartmen?. 
made inquiries into the trede. Since then 
the factory has been closed. but the collec. 
tion of the butts goes on still. and it is 
to be hoped that they are used for other 
purposes and that the tobacco reclamation 
industry has ceased to operate.

‘Information, Please >” 


A rather curious feature of Radio 
Eireann’s ‘‘ Information, Please?” which 
has impressed me both as listener and as. 
occasional participant, is the remarkable 
number of questions on classical subjects. 

I do not think that their prevalence 
betrays any particular classical bias on 
the part of Mr. Donagh MacDonagh, the 
compére. Indeed, he has assured me that 
for every such question that is asked many 
retnain unasked; and he himself has been 


struck by the phenomenon. ! 
Fven more curiously, most of these 
somewhat learned questions come from 


listeners in all manner of out-of-the-way 
places, like Tullarean and Mooncoin and 
Adrigole. I have chosen these names at 
random, but th. are not un-typical of 
the sources. Listeners probably will have 
noticed, in fact, that comparatively few 
of the questions—of any sort—come from 
Dublin, which is popularly supposed to 
be the centre of national light and leading. 


Those Questions 


I have been trying to think up a few 
questions myself, but it is no easy job, 
and I have acquired a hearty respect for 
anvbody who can turn out a good one. 
The best, of course, are not of the ' Who 
said ”” or “ When was this?” vintage, but 
those of current interest, and especially 
the type that demand some queer little 
quirk of knowledge or some little quick- 
ness of wit. 

Among such, I contend, was the follow- 
ing, which was asked a month or so ago: 
“If a flag is raised to half-mast on a 
fiftv-foot pole, how far does it travel ?’’— 
the answer (not given) being seventy-five 


feet. Another was. “What famous 
American broadcaster has two wooden 
legs?’’—the reply in which case was 


(correctly) Charlie McCarthy. 

Yet a third—but I had almost mentioned 
one which I hope will be asked some day 
when I am on the roster. :

You can imagine how a lion must 
feel, being suddenly removed from his 
normal surroundings of roof, bars and 
wooden floor. Everywhere he looks is 
frightening space; there are no tars to 
protect him from the visitors he has 
spent all his hfe in bravely intimidat- 
ing; his very paw-beats on the floor 
are translated into the strange shuff- 
shuff noises of gravel and sand. 


PROBLEM SOLVED 


Mr. Cedric Flood, Curator of the 
Zoo, got over the second problem by 
having perfectly useless bars erected 
across the front of the enclosure. They 
are useless because a 20-foot water 
jump lies between the enclosure and 
visitors. But the familiar sight of the 
bars has enticed Larry and Noreen 
at last into the open air. 

Their behaviour is curious. They 
keep looking anxiously up at the sky 
like roof-watchers. When birds fly 
overhead they cower on the 
ground. Treading on the sand and 
gravel, their gait is like that of the 
cat on hot bricks.

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‘MISSION WORK IN 
TANGANYIKA 


ITS STEADY PROGRESS ' 


An interesting account of missionary 
work in Tanganyika was given yester- 
day by Miss Elizabeth Forsythe, at a 
meeting of the Church Missionary 


Society in 35 Molesworth street, 
Dublin. Miss K. A. Hoggard, B.A., 
presided. 


The work was started by the Society 
in Tanganyika, said Miss Forsythe, 
and for many years it was uphill work. 
Since 1928, when Australia became re- 
sponsible for the larger part of the 
work, and sent Bishop Chambers out, 
the work had gone ahead by leaps and 
bounds. The British Government paid 
the grants of eight nurses and a doctor, 
and of three women teachers and four 
men teachers in boardifig schools. 

Miss Forsythe’s work was mainly of 
a simple medical kind, In 1911 she 
started a small maternity hospital, 
which had been built with money sent 
by the Clogher Diocese. The hospital
